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Charges laid 
against driver 
in collision 
death

Charges have been laid against a Cremona man 11 
months after a motor vehicle collision resulted in the 
death of a Water Valley teen. 

Kendra Cole was a passenger in a vehicle that, 
according to Didsbury police, failed to negotiate a 
sharp turn on Range Road 25 north of Cremona on 
July 28, 2013, then rolled, 
pinning both occupants 
inside. 

Both the driver and Cole 
were flown by STARS to 
Foothills Hospital in serious 
condition after being res¬ 
cued. Cole spent nine days 
in a coma and passed away 
on August 5, 2013. 

“Obviously alcohol and 
speed were factors in the 
collision, but it took us a 
while to gather the neces¬ 
sary evidence to lay the 
appropriate charges,” said Didsbury RCMP Cst. Mike 
Dillon 

The driver, a 26-year-old Cremona man, has now 
been charged with criminal negligence causing death 
and impaired operation of a motor vehicle over the 
legal limit causing death. 

Cole’s mother Julie said she and husband Bruce 
have been anxiously awaiting the conclusion of the 
investigation. 

“We were relieved that something had Anally been 
done, after 11 long months, however it really only 
confirmed what we already knew in our hearts," said 
Julie. 

When the collision happened, her daughter had just 
finished a semester at Red Deer College in general 
studies trying to decide in which direction she would 
like to go. 

Finally deciding to attend SAIT in the petroleum 
engineering program. Cole was saving to enroll in the 
fall of 2014 by working two jobs. 

She had worked for the Family and Community 
Support Services (FCSS) in Cremona for a number 
of years with the summer kids program, which Julie 
said she loved because she got to “play" all day long. 

Her second job was as a server at the Water Valley 
Saloon. 

“People, young and old were drawn to her, she had 
such a great sense of humour and quick wit, you couldn't 
help but have fun when she was around. She has often 
been described by people who knew her as the kind of 
girl that every boy wanted to marry and every girl wants 
to be like when they grow up," said Julie.

“They have collected 
over 68,000 signatures in 
a petition, and Kendra 
is now another beautiful 
young face on the group’s 
banner," said Julie. 

The number of deaths 
related to impaired driv¬ 
ers is incredible, she 
said, “but unless these 
accidents happen in the 
city of Calgary, nobody 
ever hears about it. 
Without a face to the 
story, no one pays atten¬ 
tion and no changes will 
ever be made.” 

Travis Hettinger is 
scheduled to attend pro¬ 
vincial court in Didsbury 
on July 28 to face the 
charges.

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Curling club’s new lease could help keep it viable

The Didsbury Curling 
Club’s renegotiated 
lease of the curling rink 
will help it stay .afloat 
for the next two years, 
but it will be the inter¬ 
est from the community 
that will keep it viable 
into the future says a 
club official. 

The club was suc¬ 
cessful in renegotiating 
the terms of its lease 
two years before it was 
about to expire with 
the Town of Didsbury. 
Council approved it dur¬ 
ing the June 24 meeting. 

The lease has been 
shortened by a month 
which, combined with 
the Town of Didsbury 
taking over operation of 
the upstairs concession, 


will have a trickle down 
effect on other bills, sav¬ 
ing the club as much as 
$17,000 per season until 
the lease is up in March 
2016. 

“I think it’s a good 
thing for the curling club 
specifically because we 
are stniggling,” said Jen 
Bonunarito, the club's 
past-president. 

Earlier this year, club 
officials asked the Town 
of Didsbury to consider 
giving the club a finan¬ 
cial reprieve. It had lost 
about $40,000 in the last 
two years. 

Even with the finan¬ 
cial reprieve the renego¬ 
tiated lease will afford 
them, Bommarito said 
the club may not be out 
of the woods yet. 

Without new mem¬ 
bers and support of the 


club’s other activities 
and services, the club 
may still not be viable, 
she said. 

“If the interest isn’t 
there, then maybe 
Didsbury doesn’t need a 
club. I hate to say it but 
that’s the reality,” said 
Bommarito. 

As part of the renego¬ 
tiated lease, club offi¬ 
cials have committed to 
participating in a strate¬ 
gic planning process lat¬ 
ter this summer or in the 
fall with Nicole Aasen, 
the Town of Didsbury's 
manager of Community 
Services. 

Aasen has been work¬ 
ing with Bommarito 
since April to assist in 
developing what they 
considered a solid plan 
for the club’s future. 

Aasen recommended 


the new terms of the 
lease to council. 

The lease is now from 
March to October - 
shortening up the curl¬ 
ing season by a month. 

It will probably come 
at the expense to the 
stick curlers, she said, as 
they’re very keen to play 
as soon as the ice is in. 

The town of Didsbury 
is also moving the con¬ 
cession from the bot¬ 
tom of the Memorial 
Complex into the curling 
rink kitchen. The curling 
club will no longer oper¬ 
ate it, saving them $1,000 
a month on rent. 

“Some people will 
probably question the 
town taking over our 
concession. We haven’t 
made any money on it 
for a while,” Bommarito 
said. 


The concession will 
take over food service 
for all bonspiels, includ¬ 
ing the farm and ranch 
spiel, and Aasen said 
there’s a possibility the 
town can recoup the 
loss in rent through food 
sales. 

As a result of moving 
the concession opera¬ 
tions upstairs, the Town 
of Didsbury will assume 
all janitorial services for 
the facility, saving the 
club $800 a month. 

Aasen said the costs 
to the Town of Didsbury 
are relatively low as it 
already pays to have 
the rest of the complex 
cleaned. 

The utility bills for the 
curling rink will be rene¬ 
gotiated based on the 
concession operating 
upstairs. 


All told, Aasen said 
she expects the Town 
of Didsbury to see 
a decrease in rental 
income for the curling 
rink of $10,412.16 a year 
as well as increased util¬ 
ity costs for the months 
the club is in operation. 

Based on the finan¬ 
cial information from 
the club, the concession 
can expect to bring in 
an additional $7,000 - 
$10,000 in revenue for 
food service. 

As well, with the 
curling club renting 
the rink for less time, 
she said there’s oppor¬ 
tunity for the Town of 
Didsbury to rent out the 
space to other groups, 
maybe even allowing 
the Farmers’ Market to 
extend their use of the 
facility.

had no water at all for 
the trees. 

“So obviously, weather 
and climate are unde¬ 
niably changing, with 
severe weather events 
like flash floods and 
severe storms becoming 
the norm rather than the 
exception. We all need to 
prepare better for these 
types of events, and 
more expensive road 
construction is just one 
side effect of our collec¬ 
tive inaction on climate 
change." 

He encourages every¬ 
one to do more to help 
with climate change 
by buying and plant¬ 
ing more trees locally 
to help soak up global 
atmospheric carbon. 

“Trees also produce 
oxygen, filter and clean 
the air, help to detain 
and absorb overland 
flooding and storm 
water, and help to shade 
and cool the Earth under 
their leafy canopies," he 
said.

1.5 that runs through the 
coulee in town continues 
to be closed to traffic 
because of the erosion 
flooding caused to the 
road. 

“This isn’t a typi¬ 
cal thing,” said Greg 
Skotheim, Town of 
Didsbury manager of 
Public Works, in regards 
to the erosion on Rge. 
Rd. 1.5. “With the amount 
of rain we’ve had, and 
everything...this is a new 
thing.” 

Skotheim attributes 
the overland flooding 
to a “real high" ground- 
water table that has the 
ground saturated.

Opposition to pipelines an attack on Canada’s social programs

Every day in Canada 
some 100,000 kilometres 
of pipelines carry three 
million barrels of oil to 
domestic and export 
markets. 

Yet in the midst of pub¬ 
licity campaigns by pro¬ 
ponents and opponents, 
most Canadians lack a 
broader perspective 
from which to measure 
the risk/reward balance 
of this crucial oil export 
conduit. 

And even though con¬ 
troversy over the safe¬ 
ty of oil pipelines has 
coalesced around the 
Northern Gateway proj¬ 
ect, its advanced tech¬ 
nology would place it 
among the safest ever to 
be built in the world. 

At tidewater in Prince 
Rupert, the crude would 
be transferred into tank¬ 
ers for shipment to Asian 
markets. Opponents 
have campaigned to 
convince wary British 
Columbians that a tanker 
disaster is “inevitable”.

Here again, perspective 
is important. 

Each day, more than 
2,000 oil tankers trans¬ 
port 60 nullion barrels to 
global markets. Tanker 
safety has improved 
dramatically since the 
infamous Exxon Valdez 
disaster. Industry sta¬ 
tistics show that while 
global oil shipments 
have almost doubled, 
the frequency of signifi¬ 
cant spills has dropped 
from an average of nine 
per year in the 1980’s to 
just two per year in the 
2010-13 period. The aver¬ 
age size of spills has also 
dropped dramatically, to 
less than one tenth the 
size of the Exxon Valdez. 
This vastly improved 
record has come despite 
the fact the global fleet 
still includes large num¬ 
bers of single-hulled 
tankers, many of which 
are decades old. 

By contrast, Northern 
Gateway tankers will be 
double-hulled employing 
the latest construction 
and safety technology. A 


Rural Alberta has 
current needs 

As one of Canada’s richest 
provinces in terms of nat¬ 
ural resources, Alberta has 
long benefited from the vast 
wealth generated by the sale 
of those same resources to 
other provinces and coun¬ 
tries. 

Whether it’s oil and gas, 
lumber, or the vast range of 
agricultural products ranging 
from beef to chicken, the sale 
of resources is far and away 
the biggest economic driver 
in Alberta. 

Those resource revenues, 
in turn, are the main funding sources for health care, 
education, transportation and many other public 
services. 

As history has shown time and again, when the 
markets for the province’s products are strong, the 
good times can be very good indeed, including for 
rural communities in West Central Alberta. 

Unfortunately when those same outside economies 
take a downturn, the province can very quickly find 
itself in the unenviable position of seeing its flow of 
resource revenue dry up in a big hurry. 

Such downturns have caused significant hardships 
at numerous times over the history of the province. 
Most recently, the recession of 2008 quickly led to 
funding shortfalls for schools, hospitals and other 
infrastructure 

Now, in the latest attempt to shield the province 
from the boom-and-bust economic cycle, the pro¬ 



study by researchers at 
Hong Kong Polytechnic 
University concluded 
that spillage volume 
from accidents involv¬ 
ing double hulled tank¬ 
ers averaged 60 per cent 
less than single hulled 
tankers of the same size. 

The bottom line 
is that Northern 
Gateway’s tankers will 
be among the safest in 
the global oil tanker 
fleet and having them 
tethered to powerful 
tugboats while travers¬ 
ing Douglas Channel 
further reduces spill¬ 
age risk to a miniscule 
level. 

After a dozen years of 
planning, consultation 
and regulatory hearings 
costing over half a bil¬ 
lion dollars, Northern 
Gateway has finally 
received conditional 
approval from the fed¬ 
eral government. But 
opponents remain deter¬ 
mined to stop it. 

Unfortunately, few 
Canadians understand 
how much the final result 


will impact them per¬ 
sonally. Energy exports 
contributed some $64 
billion to Canada's bal¬ 
ance of payments last 
year, while non-energy 
exports continued their 
decade-long decline to 
a negative $73 billion. 
And now that Ontario 
has mismanaged itself 
into “have-not” status 
under the federal equal¬ 
ization program, the 
four oil and gas produc¬ 
ing provinces (Alberta, 
British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and 
Newfoundland and 
labrador) have become 
the sole contributors to 
the $15 billion in 2013-14 
fiscal year equalization 
payments. 

These payments pro¬ 
vide vital support to 
social programs in 
provinces representing 
more than 70 per cent 
of Canada’s population. 
In addition, the industry 
pays over $20 billion per 
year in taxes and other 
levies directly into the 
coffers of the federal and 


provincial governments 
Annual capital invest¬ 
ment of some $55 billion 
flows to manufacturers 
and contractors from 
coast to coast, making 
the oil and gas indus¬ 
try a nuyor job creator, 
employing more than 
half a million Canadians. 

A good news story 
indeed, but now those 
economic benefits are 
seriously threatened 
by lack of access to 
vital Asian growth 
markets. This lack of 
access has already pro¬ 
vided a huge transfer of 
wealth from Canadians 
to Americans who have 
been able to buy our 
oil for billions of dol¬ 
lars less than its inter¬ 
national value. And 
American politicization 
of the Keystone XL pro¬ 
posal makes it crystal 
clear that we can no 
longer depend upon the 
U.S. as our sole buyer. 

Given that the indus¬ 
try supports balance of 
payments, equalization 
grants, tax revenues 


and capital spending 
totalling some $160 bil¬ 
lion per year, one would 
think the new export 
infrastructure needed 
to sustain this wealth 
generation would gar¬ 
ner support from coast 
to coast. Yet even if 
Enbridge manages to 
convince the National 
Energy Board that it has 
satisfied its 209 approval 
conditions, there’s a very 
real chance that oppo¬ 
nents will stop the proj¬ 
ect. 

This would not only 
be an economic tragedy 
for our country, but also 
a signal that Canadian 
resource companies 
can no longer count on 
due process under the 
laws of the land. The 
implications of that to 
our national prosper¬ 
ity would be even more 
destructive than the loss 
of Northern Gateway.

vincial government has unveiled its new Economic 
Development Framework plan. 

The plan encourages the province’s diverse eco¬ 
nomic development community to “rally around a 
slurred vision for growing the Alberta economy,” says 
Premier Dave Hancock. 

As part of the framework, the province says it will 
develop a Rural Economic Development Action Plan 
designed to “ensure our rural communities can build 
on their economic succeases and continue to flour¬ 
ish." 

“We must continue to partner with our rural com¬ 
munities to build their strengths, identify new oppor¬ 
tunities, and take actions that will encourage sustain¬ 
able rural economic development,” said Agriculture 
Minister Verlyn Olson. 

While no one can argue with the need to ensure 
that the province’s economy continues to prosper 


in the coming years, including in rural communities, 
whether this latest framework plan will achieve that 
goal remains anyone’s guess. 

Other Tory governments, including under Ralph 
Klein, have tried with only modest success to make 
Alberta’s overall economy more diverse. 

Now the Hancock government has launched anoth¬ 
er attempt - interestingly, with the next provincial 
election just two years away, at the most. 

The opposit ion parties have, of course, put forward 
their own plans to diversify the province’s economy. 

While a better diversification of the Alberta econ¬ 
omy would be in everyone’s best interest, there are 
current needs to be addressed, including for highway 
upgrades and other infrastructure improvements in 
this region. 

The PC government should make addressing those 
needs its priority, at least until the next election.

Global temperatures are not cooling, contrary to commentary 


Re: Commentary "Flawed climate models lead 
to costly public policy ” on page 6 of the June 24 
Didsbury Rexriew. 

Michelle Stirling-Anosh is communications man¬ 
ager of Friends of Science - a group of petroleum 
geologists organized after hearing a presentation like 
the one she describes in the commentary, June 24. 

Emphasizing solar activity as the cause of appar¬ 
ent warming she states: “From 1998 to 2014 carbon 
dioxide levels rose nine per cent with no rise in tem¬ 
peratures, contradicting the fundamental premise of 
Anthropogenic Global Warming. 

That must mean warming trends have fallen off 
since 2000, which indicates that global temperatures 
are actually cooling.” Oh how 1 wish that were true! 

I wish that in 2010 the Greenland glacier had not 
calved an iceberg four times the size of Manhattan 
and in 2012 another, the size of Manhattan. 1 wish 
there were no need for IMHACC - Inuit Mental 
Health and Adaption to Climate Change project. 

I wish stories did not exist of high arctic hunters 
stranded on breakaway sea ice and falling through 
thin ice in places where such things never happened 
before. 

I wish that Antarctica’s land ice losses were not 
accelerating. 1 wish that Igor Semilitov’s team had 
not found that 17 tea grams (about 1.1 million tons) 
per year of methane gas are leaking from the east 
Siberian arctic shelf where ocean permafrost is thaw¬ 
ing. 


Scientists on both sides of the climate change 
argument agree that collected surface temperature 
measurements have not risen in the last 16 years. 
Unfortunately, these are not an adequate indicator of 
“global temperatures actually cooling”. 

First, as explained by Dr. Jeff Masters referring to 
a Royal Geological Society study, surface tempera¬ 
ture measurements are obtained in only about 84 
per cent of the globe, still being extremely limited in 
Antarctica and much of Africa 

Most temperature data sets estimated these unmea¬ 
sured regions at a rate comparable to the rest of the 
globe. But more recently, use of satellite data to fill 
these gaps indicates that global surface temperatures 
have been rising two and a half times faster in the 
past 16 years than was previously believed. (Web 
search ‘coverage bias in the HadCRUT4 temperature 
series’) Dr. Masters says: “When you do this tech¬ 
nique, it turns out that this so-called slowdown or 
hiatus in the global surface temperature disappears. 
We don’t see any slowdown at all in the rate of global 
warming with this new estimate of the missing data 
in the Polar Regions.” 

Second, there is the complex action of the world’s 
oceans, particularly the Pacific Decadal Oscillation 
(PDO), discussed in a paper by Kevin Trenberth and 
John Fasullo entitled An Apparent Hiatus in Global 
Warming? Acknowledging actions of the sun, aerosols, 
clouds and volcanic action, the paper goes into depth 
on positive and negative phases of the PDO. We have 


been in a negative phase in the past 16 years. 

Trenberth concludes: “The picture emerging is one 
where the positive phase of the PDO from 1976 to 
1998 enhanced the surface warming somewhat by 
reducing the amount of heat sequestered by the deep 
ocean, while the negative phase of the PDO is one 
where more heat gets deposited at greater depths, 
contributing to the overall wanning of the oceans but 
cooling the surface somewhat.” 

He concludes: “an energy imbalance is manifested 
not just as surface atmospheric or ground warming 
but also as melting sea and land ice, and heating of the 
oceans. Global warming has not stopped; it is merely 
manifested in different ways.” 

So we are left with a choice. Do we believe the 
evidence of the melting ice and the analysis of ocean¬ 
ographers, physicists, historical geologists, bio geo¬ 
chemists, meteorologists, and atmospheric scientists 
or do we believe the “friends of (incomplete) science" 
- economists and petroleum geologists with a vested 
interest in denial? 

We need intelligent people to start putting more 
effort into creating models for living in a drastically 
.altered world than into endless cries of “it isn’t hap¬ 
pening" and/or “we didn’t do it” 

I wish the evidence wasn’t there, but it is, and for 
the sake of my grandchild’s generation, I hope we do 
something about it

Intarsia artist enjoys craft made popular during Renaissance

“I was really impressed 
with what those guys 
were building down 
there. I’d never seen it 
before and I just got talk¬ 
ing with them and pretty 
soon I was doing it too,” 
Thompson said. 

After viewing what 
other artists had done, 
Thompson enrolled in 
a class to learn about 
the art form and soon 
began producing his own 
pieces. 

Intarsia was popu¬ 
lar during the Italian 
Renaissance of the 15th 
to 17th centuries. Now, 
many artists find their 
expression through 
exotic woods that bring 
out the natural grain of 
the wood. Thompson 
uses mostly cedar, wal¬ 
nut or cherry to make 
animals - and some¬ 
times faces. 

“The nice thing about 
doing intarsia is you 
need very little equip¬ 
ment,” he said, noting he 
uses a scroll saw, band 
saw and sander to create 
his works. 

Thompson said his 
animal pieces are the 
best sellers, “But I er\joy 
doing faces. They just 
come alive. I’ve done a 
lot of cowboys. You start 
with nothing and they 
just come alive. It’s just 
fun," he said. 

Thompson said he 
eqjoys participating in 
trade shows and finds 
that a lot of people visit 
his displays when he 
attends. He’s also a mem¬ 
ber of the Wellspring 
Visual Arts Network. 
“You get a lot of traf-

were at the Carstairs

and I sold a moose 
down there. Then I get 
a phone call (later from 
the woman that bought 
the moose) and she 
says, ‘Do you do other 
animals?’ And I said, 
‘yeah, pretty much any¬ 
thing you want.’ She 
said, ‘Well, I would like 
five more.’ So that’s just 
how it goes,” Thompson 
said. 

The woman wanted to 
decorate a new home by 
placing a different ani¬ 
mal on the door of each 
room, he said. 

Thompson says he is 
extremely exacting with 
his cuts to make sure 
the pieces of wood fit 
together as snugly as 
possible. 

“There are a lot of guys 
(who think) a 16th of an 
inch is good enough, but 
I’m pretty precise,” he 
said. 

Thompson said the 
best part of creating 
intarsia is it keeps him 
busy. Many years ago he 
was also heavily involved 
in flying model airplanes, 
but hasn't done that in 
several years. Golf is 
another of Thompson's 
passions. 

Thompson starts a 
piece by first selecting 
the kind of wood he will 
use. He favours cedar 
because of all the dif¬ 
ferent shades that cedar 
has. Walnut and cheery 
wood are also favourites 
of Thompson’s. 

“They finish very nice. 
Walnut is very dark. It’s 
hard to get dark cedar 
anymore," he said, 
explaining that dark 
cedar is old wood that 
isn’t cut that much now¬ 
adays. 


Intrigued with the 
work of intarsia art¬ 
ists while wintering in 
Florida, Cliff Thompson 
decided to take a class 
on the subject and soon 
became hooked. 

Now retired and living 
in Didsbury, Thompson 
said he’s finished about 
100 of the art pieces 
made from wood inlay 
that fit together like puz¬ 
zle pieces. 

Many of the pieces he’s 
done adorn the walls of 
his home. He took up 
the pastime shortly after 
retiring in 1997 from the 
gas transmission busi¬ 
ness.

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Phone 
number 
spoofing 
a concern

Police have been see¬ 
ing a rise in incidents 
of phone-based scam- 
ming, except although 
the tactics are the same, 
fraudsters are employ¬ 
ing a new technique to 
convince their victims of 
their legitimacy. 

Const. Mike Dillon 
said the scammers are 
employing the use of 
phone number spoof¬ 
ing, which makes them 
appear on caller ID with 
any number and name 
they choose. 

“They’re using what 
appears to be a phone 
number masking soft¬ 
ware that makes their 
calls look like they’re 
coming from a legitimate 
local bank or organiza¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“And these guys are 
asking for the usual 
phone scam things - 
looking for money, say¬ 
ing people’s identities 
have been compromised 
and they need to confirm 
information, that kind of 
thing.” 

He said banks do not 
work like that, and that 
they already have all the 
information of clients on 
file. 

"We’re just reminding 
people to take the proper 
steps in confirming who 
(is calling them). 

He suggested ask¬ 
ing for a phone number 
to call back the caller, 
then cross-checking the 
number provided with a 
phone book or Internet 
directory service. 

“But basically the anti¬ 
fraud centre said that 
victims of phone spoof¬ 
ing should be calling 
their phone company 
right away after, and in 
some cases the company 
can determine where the 
calls are coming from, 
and they will run it down 
at their end.” 

If officials at the 
Canadian Anti-Fraud 
Centre can track the 
people down, they can 
follow up and possibly 
lay charges against such 
individuals, he said. 

“Again, it’s common 
sense: don’t give any per¬ 
sonal information out to 
anybody you don’t trust 
or anybody you don’t 
know.”

Transportation 
to conduct hwy. work

Alberta Transportation will be conducting 
repair work on 26.3 kilometres of highways 
around Didsbury later this summer, say officials. 

Work on rehabilitating 16.3 kilometres of 
Highway 587 from the Didsbury overpass to 
the western Town of Didsbury boundary and 10 
kilometres of Highway 582 from the Little Red 
Deer River to the Red Deer River will commence 
in late July or early August following the choos¬ 
ing of a contractor for the work, said Nancy 
Beasley-Hosker, a spokesperson with Alberta 
Transportation. 

Tenders for the work remain open until July 
18, she said. 

Beaslely-Hosker said the work will involve 
grinding up old pavement on the roadway and 
recycling it into new blacktop. 

“It will be for both directions of travel for both 
of those sections of highway,” she said. 

Beasley-Hosker said motorists will encounter 
reduced speeds and alternating lane closures 
controlled by flag persons. 

“The province announced rehab of about 2,500 
kilometres across Alberta highways (in budget 
2014). This is part of that reinvestment into the 
existing transportation network,” she said.
